the mediation proceedings. 
No de­ 
tails were given by the mediators. 
H uerta’s consent applies merely to 
hostilities between 
himself and the 
United States, not between the fed­ 
erals and the Constitutionalists. 
The United States already has in­ 
dicated its intention 
to discontinue 
any hostilities while the mediation 
Is on. 
Having received Carranza’s accept­ 
ance of the mediation proposal the 
representatives of the three South 
American governments entered upon 
the delicate task of bringing about a 
suspension of hostilities between Huer­ 
ta and the Constitutionalist leaders. 
Official Washington will await the 
developments of the next few days 
with anxiety. 


Note Carefully Worded. 


It is acknowledged that Carranza 
seems to be the most doubtful factor 
in the situation. 
Although he has ac­ 
cepted the principle of mediation the 
fact has not escaped officials here 
that his note was carefully worded so 
as to commit him only to a settle­ 
m ent in this way of the difficulties 
between the United States and Mex­ 
ico. 
There is nothing on the surface 
of his note which indicates that he 
will consent to any compromise with 
Huerta. 
Ilk the case of Huerta, however, 
there is a feeling that he will be will­ 
ing to consent to a broadening of the 
mediation proceedings so as to in­ 
clude 
Mexico’s 
internal 
differences. 
This belief is based chiefly on the fact 
that Huerta is being hard pressed by 
the Constitutionalists and undoubted­ 
ly will be glad to accept any means 
consistent with maintaining his own 
dignity to escape from a more com­ 
plete disaster. 
Admiral Mayo reported that a sharp 
engagement between the two forces 
took place at Tampico and that the 
federals were supposed to have suf­ 
fered 
considerable 
losses. 
In 
the 
fighting an oil barge and a pier of the 
Water-Pierce Oil company was burned 
and there were other blazes. 


Orders to Naval Officers. 


That the United States is doing all 
it properly can to bring about a ces­ 
sation of the fighting between the 
factions in Mexico was indicated when 
Admiral Mayo was instructed to call 
the attention of the Constitutionalists 
at Tampico to Carranza’s acceptance of 
the principle of mediation and similar 
orders went to United States naval 
officers on the Pacific coast. 
Carranza Is likely to ask for the 
evacuation of Vera Cruz by the Unit­ 
ed States and to insist on the retire­ 
ment of Huerta and the turning over 
of the government of Mexico to the 
Constitutionalists. 
With these con­ 
flicting demands on subjects so funda­ 
mental 
experienced 
diplomats 
here 
find it difficult to view the present 
outlook with optimism. 
Officials in Washington were at a 
loss to explain the statem ent attrib­ 
uted to H uerta’s minister of war that 
the United States cruiser Raleigh had 
bombarded Manzanillo, on the west 
coast of Mexico. 
Admiral Howard, 
commander of the Pacific fleet, denied 
the report and the question raised in 
Washington now Is whether it was 
thrown out in Mexico City to stir up 
anti-American sentiment.

Enthu­ 
siastic individuals assert that we will 
annex every foot of land from the Rio 
Grande to the i ’a na ma canal in order 
to carry out our “manifest destiny.” as 
these individuals put it. 
I beard a prominent man of the 
house, one of the earnest supporters of 
President Wilson, assert that the ne­ 
cessity for expansion on the part of 
the American republic made it neces­ 
sary that we should take over Mexico 
as a result of intervention In Mexican 
affairs. 
Being an influential man in 
congress, he will try to shape legtsla- 
I tion in that direction. 


Stopping the Loophole.

ment. 
This is regarded as an invasion 
of state rights, und southern members 
are arrayed against the proposition aud 
have fought against it iii order that It 
may not be considered. 
It is a rather 
important measure, aud if it is not 
passed there may be some difficulty 
about the rights of senators who are 
elected next fall in states that have not 
made provision for such elections un­ 
der the new amendment. 


Lewis In the Chair. 
The vice president knows how to 
help things along iii the way of con­ 
tributing to the gayety of nations. 
Therefore he occasionally calls Senator 
Jam es Hamilton Lewis to the chair, 
and the Illinois senator is sure to make 
an interesting presiding officer. 
They 
have a hard and fast rule now which 
prevents applause In 
tile galleries. 
Lewis when presiding has a tendency 
to encourage laughter and applause, 
which he immediately checks by rap 
ping with his gavel and threatening 
the galleries, at the same time letting 
them know lf he had his way he would 
encourage 
their applause. 
Aud no 
doubt he would, for the Illinois sena­ 
tor believes in manifestations of senti­ 
ment. 


T h e “ P la in P r iv a t e . ” 
Richmond Pearson Hobson paid a 
tribute to the “plain private” which Is 
to become a classic of the second Mex 
lean war. 
He told what he knew 
about the sailor who is a plain private 
lu the ranks; of his association with 
him as a midshipman, when many 
sailors cheerfully gave up their lives in 
trying to save others. Then he told of 
his association with the sailors when 
he sank the Merrimac at Santiago. He 
brought tears to the eyes of many a 
member of the house by his splendid 
tribute to the men of the United States 
navy, whom the late Admiral Schley 
referred to as “the men behind the 
guns.”

DANGER IN PESTS 
FROM ABROAD 


Government Sound? Warning 


to Amateur Scientists. 


LAW ON IMPORTING INSECTS 


In Spi te of It Efforts Ar* Made to 
Bring In U nd esirable S pe cim ens of 
An im al Life— How th e Gypsy Moth 
S p r e a d De str ucti on — O t h e r Foreign 
Bug s T h a t Afflict F a r m er s . 


T h e seizure by th e New' York cus­ 
tom s auth orities of the village of m ead­ 
ow' a n ts w hich Mrs. C harles W. Morse 
w ished to bring w'ith ber from E u ­ 
rope is only an episode In th e perpet­ 
ual w a r w ag ed against undesirable im ­ 
m igrants, hum an, anim al and vegeta­ 
ble. 
Mrs. Morse's village, like th e one 
which 
reached Philadelphia about a 
fortn igh t before, w as probably a by­ 
product of the Increased Interest iii n a­ 
tu re study, but th e United States gov­ 
ern m en t not only discourages such aids 
to a m a te u r research, but absolutely 
prohibits them . 
By a taw passed in 
11)05 th e im portation o f living insects 
into this country is forbidden, and 
there a re oth er laws which regulate so 
strictly the Im portation of larger ani­ 
mals th a t in m any cases no discretion 
is left to th e authorities. 
N evertheless tourists and 
am ateu r 
scientists are continually endeavoring 
to introduce additions to th e flora and 
fauna of th e United States which the 
U nited S tates is happy to be w ithout. 
It is estim ated th a t fully one-half of 
th e pests th a t afflict farm ers and stock 
have been im ported from abroad. 
T he classic instance of misguided I th ” j*r own 
enth usiasm is the introduction in ISfifi 
of tho destructive gypsy moth by a 
scientist nam ed Trouvelot. 
Trouve- 
lot, an astron om er a t Flarvnrd. devot­ 
ed m uch of his leisure tim e to the con­ 
sideration of the silk worm industry. 
In an evil hour he conceived the Idea 
of breeding a 
hardier w orm which 
m ight w ithstan d the diseases which 
were th en ravaging rearing establish­ 
m ents in F ran ce and im ported some 
gypsy moths, intending to cross them 
with some of the native species found 
in th e U nited States. 
It so chanced, 
however, th a t be left th e w indow of 
his study a t Medford, Mass., open one 
day. 
W hen he returned a m ass of 
eggs laid by th e gypsy visitors had 
disappeared. 
A pparently it had blown 
out of th e open window. 
T he moths 
are still w ith us and have cost the 
country millions of dollars. 


Aut omob ile a n Ally of th e Moth. 
Strangely enough, the autom obile lins 
proved an ally of the moth. 
Not only 
does it stir up currents of air which 
scatter the fallen and infected foliage, 
but it actually carries Insects m any 
miles into districts which have hither­ 
to been im m une, and on one occasion 
som e years ago there is every reason 
to believe th a t a deliberate attem p t 
w as m ade to spread the pest. 
Eggs 
said to have been found in California 
w ere sent to the d ep artm en t of agri­ 
culture for exam ination, and for a 


tim e it seemed certain th a t in some 
unaccountable way th e pest had tra v ­ 
eled across th e entire continent. 
I n ­ 
vestigation revealed th e fact, however, 
th a t the m an who forw arded the eggs 
had previously been em ployed in fight­ 
ing th e moth in M assachusetts. Upon 
th e arrival of a scientist attached to 
th e d ep artm en t he left his home and 
rem ained w ithout address until th e in­ 
vestigator had departed. 
T here w ere 
no fu rth e r reports of th e gypsy moth 
in California. 
Some enterprising trav elers h ave at 
various tim es attem pted to bring in as 
a curiosity the A ustralian flying fox. 
U nknow n in this country, this over­ 
grown bat. w hich a t its largest m eas­ 
ures m ore th an five feet across the 
tips of its wings, is one of the great 
pests of Australia. 
Its nightly raids 
in search o f food cover considerable 
distances. 
It Is most partial to figs. 
bananas, peaches and oth er soft fruit. 
T he mongoose is an o th er creatu re 
which individuals persist in bringing 
uninvited 
to 
A m erican 
shores. 
In ! 
America he is a nuisance. 
W hen no 
snakes are available to appease his ap­ 
petite 
he does 
not scorn 
chickens, I 
young pigs, kids, lambs, puppies, k it­ 
tens, vegetables and fruits. 


A u s tr a lia n Rabbit H a s Cost Millions. 
Still ano ther instance of the ease 
with which experim ents of this kind 
run aw ny with th e experim enters is 
Hie A ustralian rabbit. 
“ Millions of dollars.” says a report 
o f 
the 
departm ent 
of 
agriculture, 
“ have been spent for bounties, poisons 
and various other m ethods of destruc­ 
tion: thousands of 
miles of rabbit 
proof fences have been built, aud hun- 
dr»*ds of schemes for destroying the 
anim als have been suggested, but n o th ­ 
ing has yet Iwvn found that will e x te r­ 
minate the pest." 
T h e San Jose scale w as brought into 
this country from its original home in 


a rem ote region of China by an ard en t 
horticulturist. 
The English sparrow , 
like the mongoose, is an Instance of an 
anticipated blessing th at turned Into a 
curse. 
In the case of large anim als It Is not 
increase which is feared, 
but th at of the diseases and parasites 
th at they bring with them. 
Recently, 
for example, six llam as seere shipped 
from Peru, one of them intended as a 
present, 
It 
w as 
said, 
to 
Secretary 
Bryan. 
They were all excluded be­ 
cause they had the m ange and might 
spread It.

To determine where farmers are 
making money, how* much they are 
making and by what methods, a broad 
study bas been begun by the farm 
management experts of the department 
of agriculture, who have taken select­ 
ed areas in the Important agricultural 
sections and are making careful sur­ 
veys. 
The purpose of this study is to help 
the good producer* to make money and 
to know how and where they are mak­ 
ing It. 
The profits of the individual 
farmer are studied to determine the 
factors that control his Income. 
One Interesting feature of the re­ 
ports Is the evidence that men with a 
high school education made almost 
double the profits of those without 
this training, and that farmers with a 
college education made an average in­ 
come of 50 per cent more than those 
with high school records. 
The reports of surveys in Indiana, 
Illinois and Iowa show startling re­ 
sults. 
On ono-tldrd of the 273 farms 
operated by owners it was found that 
the farmer was not even earning for 
himself the wages of a section hand 
after the moderate interest of 5 per 
cent had been allotted on the invest­ 
ment In real estate, farm equipment. 
stock and supplies. 
In other words. 
one man out of every three whose 
farms were studied would be bettor 
off financially if he sold his farm, in­ 
vested his money at 5 per cent and 
went to work for some one else. 
More than 18 per cent of the 273 
farms were losing $200 to $500 a year 
for their owners, and 15 per cent lost 
from $200 down to $1 or managed to 
"break even." 
Slightly more than 50 
per cent made between $1 and $1,500, 
arui only 8 per cent made profits of 
$1,500 or more. 
These records were 
made in one of the best farming re­ 
gions of the United States, with the 
averaging farm capital of each farm 
averaging more than $30,000. After de­ 
ducting 5 per cent interest on the capi­ 
tal the 273 owners made an average 
profit of $408 on his investment, or 
less than 1.4 per cent. 
The 247 tenant farmers whose opera­ 
tions were included In the survey fared 
better on net profits than farm owners. 
This is held to be ample proof that the j 
man with small capital should rent 
rather than buy a farm.
